Driver Killed 
Instantly; One

COMPTON—A junk truck 


went out of control three 
miles south of here this morn- 
ing and plunged into a tree 
causing the death of both oc- 
cupants of the truck cab. 


The dead are L. T. Jones, 


25, of 1206 Island av., Rock- 
ford, the driver, and Marshall 
Miller, 221 Peoples av., Rock- 
ford. 
Jones aparently was 


killed instantly when the truck 
plowed into the tree about 7 a. m. 
while Miller died at 10 a. m., at 
Mendota Community hospital. Mil- 
.er sustained multiple fractures of 
both legs and possible internal in- 
juries. 


Both Are Negroes 


Both men were pinned into the 


truck by the force of the crash 
which accordioned the entire right 
front of the truck. An oil truck 
hooked a chain onto the wrecked 
vehicle and pulled it away from 
the tree so that Miller could be 
removed and taken to the hospital. 
The body of Jones was in the cab 
for nearly three hours before it 
was removed. 


No Witnesses 


There were no witnesses to the 


crash bnt according,to Cbief Depu- 
ty Sheriff John Stouffer and State 
Officer Donald Sachs the truck 
must have gone out of control. It 
left the west side of the highway 
and traveled 150 feet on the shoul- 
der before plunging into a ditch 
and plowing into the tree. Jones 
was traveling south. None of the 
tires had blown and the place 
where the'accident occurred was 
an open stretch of road. 


Jones, who owned the truck, 


slumped over to the right side 
when Miller was removed. The 
entire right half of the cab was 
smashed. The speedometer "froze"

Public Officials Pose Threat 
To News Freedom, Forum Says 


EVANSTON—(AP)—A group of news executives yesterday urged 


the American people to "demand of their public officials the right of 
free access to the facts about their government." 


Meeting at Northwestern university at a forum on freedom of the 


press, more than 40 news executives urged such vigilance on the part 
of the public. 


The editors said in a declaration 


drawn up after an all day discus- 
sion: 


Are In Danger 


"The American people are in 


danger of losing their rights to 
freedom of information by default 
unless they demand of their pub- 
lic officials the right of free access 
to the facts about their govern- 
ment." 


The Free Press forum was held 


in connection with the Chicago 
visit of Dr. Alberto Gainza Paz, 
former editor and publisher of La 
Prensa, big Buenos Aires news- 
paper which was seized last March 
by the Peron government. 


Cite Truman Order 


The editors in their declaration 


criticized what they termed "dan- 
gers" of an executive order issued 
last week by President Truman. 
The order extended tight security 
regulations on information dis- 
pensed by civilian as well as mili- 
tary agencies. 


The declaration stated: 
"The integrity of freedom of 


information is being steadily un- 
dermined by the growing practice 
of secrecy in government on na- 
tional, state and local levels; the 
growing tendency of public offj- 
cials to feel that they are not 
accountable to the public; that 
they may conduct the business of 
their offices m secret; that they 
may seal or impound public rec- 
ords: that they may divulge only 
such information as they think is 
good for the people to know." 


Can Close News 


Frank J. Starzel, general man- 


ager "f the Associated Press, told 
the meeting that men in control 
of government have the best Op- 
portunities "to close the real 
sources of news" He added: 


"The police powers of the state 


are exercised to their fullest with- 
out the formality of censorship 
when they make it impossible to 
get news."

Ridgway's public information 
office.

America's top military leader, and 
Ridgway toured command posts on 
the eastern front where United 
Nations' autumn offensive got un- 
der way last Tuesday.

bayonets Monday and rtiove 500 
to 600 R«ds off the thiiS jsrest oi 
a ridgeline west of Heartbreak 
Ridge. They won the other two 
peaks Sunday night.

Air War Resumes 


On the other side of the war- 


torn peninsula sunny skies brought 
the air war back to Korea. Twen- 
ty-seven U. S. F-86 Sabre jets 
clashed with about 40 Red-nosed 
Communist MIG-15s in a series of 
dogfights that swirled for 25 min- 
utes north of Sinanju. 


The U. S. Fifth air force said 


one of the Russian-made MIGs was 
destroyed and three were damag- 
ed. 
No allied losses were re 


ported. 


Launch Offensive 


Meanwhile, indications are that 


the Eighth Army is not planning 
to sit idly by while the Commu- 
nists etrmg out negotiations for 
another long period. A few days 
ago an autumn offensive was 
started. 
The Eighth army com- 


mander, Gen. James A. Van Fleet, 
said 'whether this new effort will 
be limited, I am not at liberty to 
say.' But the fact remains that 
the UN command army is poised 
and prepared to strike, and strike 
hard, should the Reds decide that 
they have had enough of the ar- 
mistice talks and wish to get on 
with the war on an all-out scale." 


Bradley to Korea 


Bradley, chairman of the U. S. 


joint chiefs of staff, was accom- 
panied to Korea by Ridgway, Van 
Fleet and Charles (Chip) Bohlen, 
U. S. State department expert on 
Russia. 


Russia Cannot Invade Ur S. If 
We Control Seas-Navy Chief 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—The chief of the United States navy said 


today there is "no possibility whatsoever" of Russian armies invading 
this country as long as America retains control of the seas. 


On the other hand, Admiral W. M. Fechteler, chief of naval opera- 


tions, said he believes allied forces could invade and occupy strategic 
and important areas of Russia in event of war. 


Fechteler also said in a copy- 


righted article in U.S. News and 
World Report, a weekly news- 
magazine : 


If war breaks out within the 


next 20 to 30 years, the United 
States and its allies would win it. 


Subs Greatest Menace 


Russia's estimated 300 modern 


submarines are the greatest men- 
ace, but the U.S. navy has made 
marked progress in antisubmarine 
warfare, and the balance is turn- 
ing in favor of antisubmarine 
forces. 


The navy plans to use atom 


bombs to destroy enemy subma- 
rine bases, some of which 
in

types of bombing. 


The navy ha.« Anticipated u,«e of 


Russian submarines in the Korean

Term; Many Historic Questions 
Affecting Reds, Race Relations 


BY PAUL M. YOST 


WASHINGTON. (AP) — The 


Supreme court today begins a 
new term which may produce his- 
toric decisions affecting Commu- 
nists, racial relations, and other 
important national problems. 


Returning to the bench after 


summer vacation Uiat began m- 
June, the tribunal's nine justices 
already have before them requests 
for final rulings on these issues: 


May alien Communists be lock- 


ed up without bail during depor- 
tation proceedings, if the attorney 
general feels they are too dan- 
gerous to be at liberty? 


Aliens Deported 


May aliens be deported because 


they were once members of the 
Communist party? 


May states bar Communists 


from e m p l o y m e n t in public 
schools ? 


Should the court reconsider the 


case of the 11 top U.S. Com- 
munist leaders whose convictions 
it upheld last June, (Their attor- 
neys have filed pleas for recon- 
sideration, although seven of the 
leaders are now in prison and four 
are fugitives. The convictions, in 
a New York federal court, were 
tor conspiring to teach violent 
overthrow of the government.) 


What can be done about the 


three-year-old case against Judith 
Coplon, the former government 
employe convicted of plotting to 
spy for Russia? (Conflicting opin- 
ions by two lower courts have set 
aside convictions found against 
her in two separate trials.) 


Segregation Questioned 


The major racial case filed with 


the the high court raise the ques- 
tion whether segregation of Negro 
and White children in public 
schools should be declared a viola* 
tion of the federal constitution. 


Two groups of Negro students 


have asked the court to help them 
get into White state universities 


in Florida and Tennessee; a Mis- 
sissippi Negro teacher filed an 
appeal for pay equal to that given 
White public school teachers; a 
group of Mississippi Negroes re- 
quested the court to help them be- 
come registered voters; the Amer- 
ican Civil Liberties Union asked 
the justices to uphold ihe right 
of a Chicago White man to dis- 
tribute

Negroes.

Crossroads nearest the new cen- 


ter are graveled—leading to the 
nearest village, Dundae (pop. 200), 
and the nearest church, Mt. Gi- 
lead. It's of the beaten track. U.S. 
Highway 50 is a seven mile drive 
south. 


Typical Farmers 


Snider's neighbors are typical 


general farmers. .Most cash in 
on corn and soybeans. A few 
luckier ones get oil royalties. 


Most took the first news that 


the nation's center had moved 
into their midst with less en- 
thusiasm than they would have for 
a new family moving onto the 
next farm. 


They point out that it's only a 


mathematical balance of popula- 
tion. However, the census bureau 
formally fixes the center once 
every decade. The center now has 
crossed a state line for the first 
time .since 1890 and gone farther 
south' than ever on-'Its western 
course. 


Kidded The Man 


Reacting to the news that the 


center now is in her community, 
Mrs. Gene Kermicle said, "Early 
in the surveying we were told 
it might be on our own place. I 
kidded the man by saying wouldn't 
it be funny if it was in our hog 
pen. I knew it would be around 
here but I didn't think it would 
be such a glamorous thing." 


She referred to talk of a "big 


celebration" Oct. 18 with state 
and government officials taking 
part. 


The Rev. L. E. Lousignont an- 


nounced the news at the cen- 
tennial anniversary program at 
the Mt. Gilead Congregational 
Christian church. 


The minister said visiting dig- 


nitaries would be welcome to eat 
in the church basement. It seats 
only 100 or so but church women 
served 2,000 at the latest outdoor 
chowder. 


School Is Center 


The possibility the center would 


bring a tourist boom to Dundas 
was expressed by former school- 
teacher Dewie Bennett and Eus- 
tace Schneider, both working on 
remodeling the Dundas school. The 
school is* the center of all social 
activity. 


Carl Snider, on whose farm 


the center was fixed, was not 
particularly impressed by it and 
expressed only tolerant amuse- 
ment.

Free Press Spreads Light 
On Darkness of Ignorance 


"Your newspaper lights the way of freedom." That is 


the theme which has been chosen for the 1951 observance 
of National Newspaper Week. 


The choice is a fine one, for the slogan has far-reaching 
implications. 


First of all, it suggests that where there is no light there 


is darkness. In this case the darkness is ignorance, "a 
night," someone has said, "without moon or stars.1' 


The National Newspaper Week theme presumes the 


right to pierce that darkness with the light of information 
and it presumes at the same time the right to keep that light 
burning in face of all odds. 


For free man has a right to know. If there is a right 


to know, there must be a right to tell. 


The men who made this nation considered the right to 


tell so important that they wrote it into the No. 1 Amend- 
ment to our Federal Constitution: "Congress shall make no 
law . . . abridging freedom of speech and freedom of the 
press." 


But the right to tell is more than a privilege, it is a duty. 
Elijah Lovejoy, abolitionist editor at Alton, HI., believed 


in his right to carry the lamp of the free press and he knew 
his duty to light it and keep it burning. Three times mobs 
destroyed his printing presses. While hje was protecting his 
fourth press, Lovejoy was shot to death. 


Don Mellett, the Canton, Ohio, publisher, kept the spot- 


Jlight of publicity focused on the racketeers in his community 
until they ambushed him and shot him at his own doorstep. 


Racketeers, international or smalltime, know the power 


of the press. That is why they must control that power, why 
they must black out the light of public information if they 
are to attain and maintain a grip on the people. 


That is why half the population of the world is under 
some form of censorship today. 


That is why Gen. George C. Marshall, Secretary of De- 


fenset, said "Americans should keep constantly in mind that 
no people have lost their liberties so long as their press re- 
mained free." 


That is why in the interest of world understanding—and 


hence in the interest of peace—our nation seeks actively to 
spread throughout the world the freedom of the people to 
learn the truth. 


A free press—a free people. 
"Your newspaper lights the way of freedom." 
The vital truth of that message is the one thing National 
Newspaper Week has to sell. 


It Might Help 


It's happened before, and it probably will happen again 
' unless measures are taken to answer the problem. President 
Truman made a statement at his press conference about force 
being the only thing the Russians understand. Later on a 
White House official had to explain that Mr. Truman didn't 
mean to suggest there was no point in ever sitting down at 
the council table with the Reds. 


One way this recurring dilemma might be conquered: 


each time Mr. Truman holds a news conference, move the 
reporters into an adjoining room immediately at its conclu- 
sion and have White House press attaches explain what he 
really meant to say. 


With that safeguard, the department of correction would 


get in its useful work before the erroneous stuff ever hit the 
presses. And a lot of embarrassment would be saved on all 
sides. 


A Good Start-Let's Follow Through 


Canada's agreement to accept the 32 Czechs who dashed 


for freedom aboard an express train a few weeks ago is a 
happy sequel to what threatened to become a dismal story. 


Under the procedures all too common in a Western Eu- 


rope besieged by a steady stream of Iron Curtain refugees 
many of the Czechs had been arrested for illegal entry into 
Germany. This event highlighted a problem that deserves 
major attention from high Allied authorities. 


Resettlement of the 32 Czechs, arranged by the Iron 


Curtain Refugee Campaign under leadership of Gen. Carl A. 
Spatz, retired air force commander, is a token of the kind 
of solution called for on a much larger scale. Let's hope it in- 
spires action.

A—Hives or urticaria is a form 


of allergy. It is the result of be- 
ng abnormally sensitive to some 
substance eaten, breathed in, or 
otherwise contacted. The problem 
s to locate the exact substance 
and stay away from It. Unfor- 
wnately in many cases of hive's 
this turns out to be extraordin- 
arily difficult* * * 


Q—My husband is badly troub- 


ed with asthma. Now I have 
house plants and he thinks they 
may have something to do with 
t. What do you think? Mrs. R. B. 


A—It is certainly possible. Why 


not take the plants outside for 
a week or two and see if he gets 
better?

Q—For the last year and a 


half my .husband has had trouble 
".-ith the skin and nails of several 
fingers on each hand. He \does 


clock and watch repairing and 
his hands are often in contact 
with a cleaning compound. His 
difficulty started about the same 
time he began this work. Have 
you any suggestions ?

A—It is quite possible that some 


chemical in the cleaning fluid 
is causing his skin and nail dif- 
ficulty. He can be tested for this. 
If it is the source of trouble he 
will either have to change his 
occupation or wear some protec- 
tive glove (or possibly ointment) 
in order to recover.

ties. One thing to consider is the 
presence of fillings in the teeth 
made of different kinds of metal.

NEW YORK—Supplementing my recent disclosure of discrimina- 


tion against a loyal American girt by an editor of the Ladies Home 
Journal because she had served the FBI as a spy against the Com- 
munists, may I recall some other information concerning this mag- 
azine? 


The Ladies Home Journal, as you may know, 


is a property of the Curtis Publishing Company. 
Twenty or more years ago there was no more con-f 
servative house in the country. The LHJ was de- 
voted to styles, recipes, patterns and other such 
strictly distaff interests and was innocent of poli- 
tic* except that it was, by implication, devoted to 
the Republican form of government prescribed by 
the Constitution.

Wallace 
was the candidate of the Kremlin in that campaign and his Progre&- 
sive party was the substitute for the Communist party. His conven- 
tion in Philadelphia had included Paul Robeson and many other equal- 
ly notorious Reds and only a year ago Wallace felt compelled to pull 
out and repudiate his old associates because they were on the Rus- 
sian side of the American war in Koreo and he seemed to sympa- 
thize with the Americans to some extent. It was during this con- 
vention, incidentally, that Bubblehead was asked to say whether he 
had or hadn't written the idiotic Guru letters to Nicholas Roerich 
and publicly refused to discuss them at all.

Wallace did write these letters and they reflected a mental con- 


dition that gave us to realize what a ghastly risk we had unwittingly 
taken during the four years when he had been, by Roosevelt's choice, 
vice-president of the United States.

Morris.

tion I got was provided by An- 
gela, herself, when she told Gould 
she wouldn't take a job with the 
Ladies Home Journal if It were 
the last magazine on earth.

Jacoby on Canasta 


Taking a Chance Brings Results

"I was dealt a natural canasta 


of sixes," relates a Montgomery, 
Ala., correspondent. "Both sides 
needed 120 points for the initial 
meld. With the sixes I had a pair 
of kings, a pair of eights, and 
a lone ace (after my draw from 
the stock pile). 


"I had to make the very first 


discard of the hand, and I thought 
about it quite a bit. I finally dis- 
carded the ace. I knew this was 
dangerous, but reckoned that the 
next player still had to have a 
pair of aces and the count to prof- 
it from my discard. 


"The 
next player did have the 


perfect hand—and the heavens 
fell on me! 


"What would an expert do in 


this situation?" 


An expert would discard the ace, 


hoping for the best, just as my 
correspondent did. That discard 
may turn out badly, but it is the 
wisest choice. Moreover, it would 
not disturb me greatly if the next 
player picked up my discard im- 
mediately. That's not at all dis- 
astrous. 


What is the normal future of 


this hand? You keep discarding 
whatever you draw until you get 
a third king or a third eight. 
Then you are only one draw away 
from a concealed out. That's one 
possibility. 


Maybe you will draw a wild 


card before you get a third king 
or a third eight. Then you have 
to guess whether to throw a king 
or an eight. But you're still only 


one draw away from a concealed 
out 


Perhaps your partner will make 


the initial meld wMe you're wait- 
ing. Then you will quickly meld 
your natural canasta of sixes and 
thus signal him that you are prac- 
tically out. He may be able to 
meld kings or eights, perhaps 
both, to help you. 


One of these should happen fair- 


ly quickly. The worst that can 
happen is that one of the op- 
ponents may meld out before your 
side can meld. That's still not a 
disaster. It may cost you six or 
seven hundred points—perhaps a 
thousand. Unpleasant, but 
overwhelming. 


The way to get yourself mas- 


sacred is to begin breaking up 
such a hand. You start by saving 
the ace and throwing a king or an 
eight. IT. a few rounds you have 
an assortment of odd cards and no 
play at all for a concealed out. If 
your partner then fails to meld, 
you go right to the cleaners. The 
opponents meld and meld and 
meld—and you just sit there and 
take it. That sort of hand may 
cost you several thousand points— 
and that Is a disaster.

Nation's Largest 
Brewery Closes 
Bottling Plant 


ST. LOUIS, 
(AP)—The An- 


heuser-Busch brewery, charging 
union employes with staging a 
deliberate slowdown, shut down 
its bottling and canning plant to- 
day, idling about 1,600 of its 
6,000 employes. 


There was no picket line and 


other plants of the brewery, the 
nation's largest, remained in op- 
eration. 


At the request of the company, 


the Federal Conciliation Service 
intervened in the labor dispute and 
called a meeting of company and 
union officials for today. 


In regard to the scheduled meet- 


ng with -a federal Conciliator, 
August A. Busch jr., president'of 
the brewery, said the manage- 
ment is willing to "remain in 
session until the situation is com- 
pletely cleared up and settled." 


Busch declared employes in the

The union agreed to some layoffs 
as an economy move, the spokes- 
man said, but wanted to have 
the final say on which employes 
vere to be laid off.
